Can any breed of hogs show such 
clear profitand in so short a time? and 
they have no wool to pay cost of keep.”

It appears that 
the convention met in’ pursuance of the 
call of John Brown, and W.O. Munroe was 
chosen president, “Mr, Brown than pre- | 
sented «plan of organization, entitled «dro: 
visional Constitution and Ordinances for 
the People of the United States,” and | 
moved the reading. Mr. Kinnard objected 
to the reading until an oath of secresy had 
boon taken, which was accepted by all 
present. After the new Constitution liad 
been’ read, it was unanimously adopted, 
when the convention adjourned to diner, 
The members reassembled after a short 
period for refreshment, and the Constitution 
was signed by tho Convention. Subse- 
quently, Mr. Brown was appointed Com- 
manderin-Chief, and Mr, Kagi Secretary-of 
War. 
nominated as President, which distinction 
he modestly declined.

H. Realf 
was, however chosen Sevretary of State. 
Forty-five people appear to have taken 
part in the proceedings, which were to have 
rendered Chatham famous, and liave placed 
the deluded Brown in the position of Com- 
mander-in Ohief.

SIR JOIN FRANKLIN, 


Notwithstanding the investigations of 
Arctic navigators with reference to Sir Jolin 
ranklin and his party, and the almost cer- 
tainty that they must all have long since 
perished, an impression still prevails that 
some of them may. still be found among 
the Esquimaux, The comments of tho 
English press in reference thereto have 
drawn out the following letter from Capt, 
McClintock, in which he pretty effecwually 
dispels this idea ;— 
Dublin, October 17, 1859. 
Tn my published report L simply stated 
the leading facts of our dicoveries. There 
Was not room to express opinions. He- 
sides which-I wished that all interested 
readers sliould draw their own inferences, 
‘The boat was only sixty five miles fromthe 
ship, and 1 believe it to have been return- 
ing for more provisions. ‘The two skele- 
tons found in it were probably boat-keep- 
ers—men unable to march with the others, 
all of whom’ suppose to have proceeded for 
the short remaining distance without the 
boat. ‘There was amunition in abundance, 
but the country—in the early spring at 
Joast, when our countrymen were there— 
affords no game whatever. Kven Exqui- 
manx cannot live there. 
With regard to-provisions, you will ob- 
serve that I mentioned chocolate, tea, and 
tobacco. It is clear that these alone will 
not sustain life, You are doubtless aware. 
that an nnugually large quanitity of sdlid 
animal food ia necessary, even to men in 
vigorous health, in cold climates. Yad the 
Zountry been capable of sustaining natives, 
not one of these traces would have remain- 
ed for us to gather up. t 
With respect to an overland expedition,
